Manual  Input  data;  etc,  it  is  noted  here  that  the  aforementioned  military  preface 
and  foreword  page  do  not  in  any  way  usurp  the  position  of  the  Division  and 
Sector  Commanders  as  delegated  in  ADCM  55-32,  but  instead  reflect  recognition 
of  data  forwarded  by  those  Cannanders  to  SDC.
